Can the entire cost of unem ­ 
ployment insurance be placed upon 
employers as 
a 3-per cent payroll tax? 
2. 
Can the payroll tax be levied 
and benefits paid without consider­ 
ing the difference in unemployment 
between different classes of indus­ 
tries? 
The New York law, enacted to 
carry out the federal social security 
program, provides for a payroll tax 
on employers alone, starting at one 
per cent and rising to three per cent 
In three years.

partment deserves a sound thwack j 
across index finger, for considoiable 
poking has failed to uncover one. 
This is no reflection on the ama­ 
teur hours. But it is a very pointed 
commentary on the v.idespiead illu­ 
sion that there are thousands of 
unheard Cantors and Bakers and 
Bennys and Vallees and Kate Sm iths 
and Gracie Allens, who need only ] 
the Big Chance to overwhelm spon- 
**ors and public with their talents, j 
The truth is that even in radio, ar- j 
tistically on a par with tap dancing 
and archery, the ability to charm ■ 
and beguile and entrance is ex- j 
tremely rare. 
Those who have this ability are 
drawn toward microphones as inex- | 
orably as tacks to a magnet or poli­ 
ticians to the public trough. It they 
are of potential professional caliber 
they rarely spring pristinely to the 
mike on invitation from some am a­ 
teur hours master of ceremonies. In 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred 
they are in some branch of show- 
business 
already and have 
been 
since they were able to toddle. 
DidI say ninety-nine cases out j 
of a hundred? The percentage is 
really much higher than that—say, j 
999,999 out of a million—else the ; 
many fierce cam]>aigns constantly : 
conducted to flush new talent in the ; 
most unlikely places would occa­ 
sionally produce something worth 
listening to. Certainly it is not be­ 
cause of lack of opportunity that : 
tomorrow’s ether stars are at this 
W'riting unspotted. 
I 
It is true that those born with 
the true gift for radio—a voice like 
Roosevelt’s or a wit and twang like 
Fred Allen’s or an upsurge of sim ­ 
ple foolishness like Ed 
Wynn's— 
will always find it easy to make 
their marks without benefit of am a­ 
teur hours or other ready-made op­ 
portunities. 
The public will track 
them down and buy their mouse­ 
traps. 
I am convinced of that. 
But on the other hand much ether 
spell-binding, vocal, instrumental or 
humorous, is manufactured with the ; 
same detachment a pharmacist uses 
in filling a prescription. So much of j 
this and so much of that.

Vaudeville once upon a time served

I know a man named Harry Sos- 
nik, a bandsman who has spent j 
most of his time during the rise of 
radio in the broadcasting rooms. He ; 
is genuinely fearful that radio will 
face increasing difficulties 
in its 
search for acceptable candidates for 
4-figure salaries in future. Particu­ 
larly now that Hollywood is begin­ 
ning to grab off every comedian and 
torch singer who juts a head above 
the air waves.

day radio will 
have to 
establish schools for the serious pro­ 
duction of stars,” he says. 
I have a better idea. 
Let us ap­ 
proach the day of absolute want for | 
radio virtuosos with fortitude and 
resignation.

Teachers’ Refund 
Opinion Given 


Solicitor Gives School Board 
Decision On Status Of In­ 
crements Held Back 


In a ruling given the New' Castle 
School board W ednesday afternoon 
by Solicitor W illiam J. M offatt. the 
1935 ruling of Judge Henderson of 
Fayette county in the m atter of re­ 
fund of increm ents held back from 
teachers in 1933-34 and 1934-35 was 
held to be good law until a higher 
court m ight have reversed it. 
T h ' 
tim e for appeal is passed so the 
Henderson ruling Will have to stand. 
The ruling came out of a suit by 
a teacher in Fayette county against 
a school board there in which the 
teacher asked th at the $100 per year 
increm ent held back under act of 
G eneral Assembly for the two years 
be restored to him. 
Judge H ender­ 
son ruled th a t the teachers were e n ­ 
titled to the refund if they asked 
for it. 
The law granting the hold­ 
ing back of increm ents was a tem ­ 
porary one passed during the worst 
days of the depression. 
The opinion here came when J. 
W. Anderson, president of the local 
chapter of the P. S. E. A. asked Mr. 
M offatt for a ruling on the legality 
of a claim any of the local teachers 
m ight m ake for a refund of incre­ 
m ents held from them . 
D irector J. H. M cllvenny criticized 
the action of teachers asking for 
the 
refund. 
“I 
don’t m ind 
the 
teachers w anting to get back the 
cut given them if every one else got 
the cuts they received. 
The busi­ 
ness m en of the city took a severe 
cut in th eir profits during the de­ 
pression and I im agine they would 
like to get back their losses during 
th a t period. 
If every working m an 
was given back the cuts m ade in his 
wages during the depression then I 
would say the teachers were entitled 
to theirs. 
I think the teachers arc 
inconsistent in the m atter. 
They 
worked all through the depression 
while m any of the people who pay 
their salaries, the taxpayers, were 
lucky to get enough to eat.” 
T he report was filed without fu r­ 
th er comm ent. If all the increm ents 
held back during the tw o-year pe­ 
riod w'ere paid here it would mean 
a total of nearly $27.000. T he board 
h asn 't got it. and could only get it 
by an increase in taxes.
